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SOUTH EDMONTON FALL EXHIBI- 
TION 


at. 


The first exhibition of the South Edmon- 
ton agricultural society was held yesterday, 
and proved to be an undoubted success both 
in point of exhibits and attendance. Entries 
kept pouring in from early morning until noon 
so that the judges were not able to — 
their work until after dinner. The exhibit 
of live stock was exceptionally good, espe- 
cially the show of sheep and pigs which 
proved that the district was especially 
adapted to the raising of these animals. 

In the main hall were some excellent ex- 
hibits of grain in the straw, shown by R. 
McKernan which took first prize in their 
class. Among these were specimens of the 
Pringle champion, Colorado, Great West- 
tern, Black sea and Aryma Russian varie- 
ties among the bearded wheat and Golden 
drop, Wellman’s Fyfe, Australian, White 
Russian, Edmonton Fyfe, Lupin, White 
and Red Fyfe among the non-bearded varie- 
ties. Among oats, he showed a collection 
among which were the black Tartarian, the 
Winter grey, the improved Legawo, Rennies 
white, Victoria prize, Scottish chief, Colum- 
bia, Golden beauty, White Russian and 
other varieties and in barley he had eleven 
specimens of which the nest was the Ed- 
monton two rowed. 

The samples of grain shown were of ex- 
cellent quality and gave the judges much 
trouble in deciding. The prizes were award- 
ed as follows: Red Fyfe wheat, Ist T. 
Jackson, 2nd M. McLeod; White Fyfe 
wheat R. McKernan. The prize for any 
other variety was awarded to R. McKer- 
nan- for a half bushel of ‘’ Australian” 
wheat. Among peas, the first prize fell to 
G. Gould and the second to D. Grummett. 
There was only one exhibit of flax which 
was of good sample and took the prize. It 
was grown by G. Gould. In oats several 
varieties were shown, the prizes being 
awarded as follows: Black oats, Ist W. 
Carscadden of Clover Bar ; 2nd R. McKer- 
nan. In barley, R. McKernan took the 
prizes both for the six rowed and Chevalier 
barley. As before stated, R. McKernan 
took first prize for the best collection of 
grain in the straw, W.Stephens taking 2nd. 

The exhibits of roots was much better 
than is usually seen at fall shows. The 
number shown were very large and appar- 
ently of good quality. The exhibit too, 
was made more interesting by there being 
several varieties shown. The prizes were 
awarded as follows: Potatoes, Karly Rose, 
Ist J. J. Elliott, 2nd J. Inkster. Beauty 
of Hebron, Ist R. Featherstone, 2nd R. 
Ritchie. Morning Star, R. Featherstone. 
The prizes for any other variety were 
awarded to PD. M. Hawkins, Ist, and J. 
Wade 2nd. For the best collection of 
potatoes, T. Henderson of Rabbit Hills was 
awarded the prize. Among this collection 
were specimens of the morning star, Ladies’ 
finger, Burpes extra, Rural New Yorker 
and Beauty of Onondaga. 

There were not many turnips on exhi- 
bition ; but what they lacked in quantity 
was made up in quality. Some of the 
largest measured nearly 3 feet in circum- 
ference. The prizes for Swede turnips were 
taken by Ist J. Elliott, 2ud D.M. Hawkins. 
The prizes for any other variey were award- 
ed to Ist R. McKernan, 2nd D. M. 
Hawkins. 

The wangel wartzels shown were well 
shaped, measuring over two feet in length 
with a proportionate circumference. The 
prize winners were Ist D. M. Hawhiias, 
2nd, W. H. Stephens. 

In carrots, yery few were shown. The 

rize winners were for Field carrots, Ist 

). M. Hawkins, 22d J. Elliott, for Early 
Horn carrots, Ist W. H. Stephens, 2nd J. 
Elliott. The prize for any other variety 
would have undoubtedly have gone to T. 
Henderson who had the best carrots On ex- 
hibition; but being improperly classed the 
prizes went to Ist J. McKenzie, 2nd W. H.

Some seven varieties of corn were shown, 
fully ripened. There were sweet corn, 
yellow corn, purple corn and corn of mixed 
varietv.

The show of pumpkins was larger than is 
usually seen at fall shows in this country, 
some weighing probably 30 lbs. The prizes 
went to, Ist J.J. McKenzie, 2nd W. Mc- 
Cully. 

Aithough the crop of tomatoes has been 
much better this year than former years, 
Mr. Henderson was the only exhibitor and 
took the prize. 

The citrons were probably the best ever 
exhibited in this district. Some of them 
measured over two feet in circumference and 
were shaped pertectly. T. Stewart took 
Ist prize, T. Henderson 2nd. The squashes 
shown were not large; but were of good 
quality. TT. Stewart took the Ist prize and 
‘. Henderson 2nd. 

The prize for cucumbers went to Mrs. A. 
McLean ; bui there was no competition and 
the samples were small considering the 
excellent samples that have been retailing 
in the district from early in the season. 
Two large vegetable marrows were shown 
and were deserving of a prize; but there 
was no prize listed for them to take. The 
last exhibit in this class were two samples 
of rhubarb which it was dillicult to choose 
between. J. Shields took Ist and R. 
Featherstone 2ud. 

The dairy department was well repre- 
sented, there being a keen competition for 
the various prizes in butter. In_ this de- 
partment the, prizes were awarded as fol- 
lows: Roll butter, Ist prize T. Henderson, 
2nd prize R. McKernan; packed butter, 
not less than 20 lbs. Ist R. McKernan, 
2nd H. Lendrum. Butter in pri ts, R. 
McKernan Ist. Crock butter, ten pounds, 
Ist T. Henderson, 2nd H. Lendrum, Cheese; 
home made, J. Wade Ist. There was no 
competition in cheese. In this class was 
enumerated the home cookery, and a very 
creditable display there was too. It would 
be a hard matter to say whose bread and 
buns were the best from looking at them: 
but the judges decided as follows. Two 
loaves of bread from native flour, lst W. 
McCully, 2nd P. Clarke. Two loaves of 
bread from imported flour, Ist Mrs. Essery, 
2nd Mrs. Gainer. Two loaves of currant 
bread, Ist P. Ottewell, 2nd R. Feather- 
stone. One dozen buns from native flour, 
Ist T. H. Stewart, 2nd W. McCully. One 
dozen buns from imported flour, Ist W. 
Lockhart, 2nd P. Ottewell. 

The competition in native fruits and pre- 
serves sowed “tp well, and though there 
“vere not prizes given for all that was shown 
it isa credit tothe housewives of the dis- 
trict fer us tobe able to enumerate the 
various kinds of preserves that it is within 
their power to make. We noticed preserves 
made from raspberries, strawberries, saska- 
toon berries, cranberries, black currants, 
citrons, rhubarb, tomatoes and pumpkins, 
and jellies made from the high and low 
bush cranberries, raspberries, etc. The 
prizes were awarded as follows: Rasp- 
berry preserves, Ist W. McCulby, 2nd Mrs. 
Mallette. Strawberries, Ist T. Henderson, 
2nd Mrs. F. Sache.

The exhibit in ladies’ work was just what 
might be expected, very good indeed. The 
quilts were magnificent, and some work 
that had come from India was resplendent 
with gold tinsel work and gaudy colors. 
Some of the Hendron cushions were very 
pretty in design and workmanship, and the 
tea cosies, smoking caps, crochet work and 
watch guards all showed the neatest handi- 
work. Besides these, there were home 
made mitts, socks, etc. Several paintings 
were on exhibition: but only two prizes 
were awarded. The school children also 
had anexhibit. The prize list of ladies’ 
work was not made out last night. It will 
appear in next issue.

SYNOD OF ATHABASCA DIOCESE. 


The tri-annular synod of the diocese of 
Athabasca was held at St. Peters mission, 
Lesser Slave Lake on July fifth, 1894. Ser- 
vice with holy communion administered by 
the bishop was held at St. Peters at 10:30 
and closed with an offertory for the clergy 
endowment fund. On resuming after lunch 
a motion of congratulation to the archbishop 
of Rupert’s land was passed. Motions of 
thanks to the officers of the H. B. fort at 
St. Peters for assistance rendered and inter- 
est taken in the work, also to the Missionery 
Leaves Association, London, England, and 
the Women’s Auxiliary of Canada for their 
support in forwarding articles of clothing 
etc., were assented to.
